The County Council for Montgomery County, Maryland approves the following Act:

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Sec. 1.  Sections 1A-106, 2-7, and 2-123A are amended as follows:1

1A-106. Salaries of the County Executive and Councilmembers.2

(a) Base salaries. Beginning on December [7, 1998] 2, 2002:3

(1) The County Executive receives an annual salary of [$115,000]4

$136,732;5

(2) Councilmembers each receive an annual salary of [$62,500]6

$72,557; and7

(3) The President of the Council receives an additional 10 percent of8

the salary of other Councilmembers.9

(b) Salary of Executive. The annual salary of the County Executive must be10

increased on the following dates to the following amounts:11

(1) December 1, 2003 $143,569;12

(2) December 6, 2004 $150,747;13

(3) December 5, 2005 $158,285.14

salaries of [the County Executive and] the Councilmembers must be16

[adjusted] increased each year on the first Monday in December by 10017

percent of the annual average [change] increase, if any, in the Consumer18

Area, or any successor index, from September of the previous year to20

September of that year.  Beginning on December 4, 2006, the salary of21

the County Executive must be increased each year on the first Monday22

in December by 100 percent of the annual average increase, if any, in23

the Consumer Price Index for All Urban Consumers for the Washington24

Metropolitan Area, or any successor index, from September of the25

previous year to September of that year.26

(b) The Sheriff receives an annual salary of [$89,500] $102,000.  [The31

salary must be adjusted on the first day of the term of office of the32

person elected to that office on November 2, 1998, and thereafter]33

Beginning on December 1, 2003, the salary of the Sheriff must be34

increased each year on the annual anniversary of the first day of the35

term of office by the annual average percentage, if any, by which the36

[changed] increased from the preceding September.39

2-123A. Compensation of the State's Attorney.41

(a) The State's Attorney receives an annual salary of [$110,000.  The salary42

is] $128,898, effective on January [4, 1999] 6, 2003. [, and]43

(b) The annual salary of the State's Attorney must be increased on the44

following dates to the following amounts:45

(1) January 5, 2004 $135,343;46

(2) January 3, 2005 $142,110;47

(3) January 2, 2006 $149,215.48

(c) Beginning on January 2, 2007, the salary of the State's Attorney must be49

adjusted annually on the first Monday in January by the annual average50

percentage, if any, by which the Consumer Price Index for All Urban51

Consumers for the Washington-Baltimore Metropolitan Area, or any52

successor index, for September [changed] increased from the preceding53
